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James Donald Campbell’s Step-Daugh-| 


. ter Found Him Dying by His 
~# Own Hand.

~ James Donneli Campbell, a grocer at 3607 
North Broadway, kissed his bride of two 
“months last night and with a fervent “God 
‘Bless you” left *her. ae 

He went-upstairs over his store.and plac- 
‘Ing a bulldog revolver to his right temple, 
‘sent a bullet inté@ his brain. 
._ Mrs. Campbell was in the grocery store 
with her two children, John McRae, aged 13, 
and Katy McRae, 8, when the report of the 
pistol reached their ears. 
Katy ran upsteirs and entered the room. 
‘She found her stepfather lying on the floor 
‘with blood trickling from a powder-burned 
wound in the temple. 

She screamed and fell into the arms of 
her mother, who entered the room at that 
moment. ; 


. Julius and Charles Sundermann, brothers, 
were passing the place, and hearing the con- 
fusion, they rushed upstairs.. Taking in the 
‘situation’ hastily they notified the police, 
who took Campbell to the North End Dis- 
ensary at $618 North Broadway. There Dr. 
andali examined the wound, and pro- 
nounced it a fatal one.. He gave it as his 
_opinion that Campbell could not live three 
hours. He w4s unconscious, and in this 
condition was sent to the City Hospital, 
where at midnight he was barely alive. 


No cause can be assigned for Campbell's 
tragic act. He was 47 years old and in good 
health. His wife says that he was making 
a comfortable living with his grocery store, 
and that financial troubles could not have 
caused him to attempt his life. 

Campbell opeted his store on May 22 last. 
Two months ago he married Mrs. Rachel 
McRae, a widow, who at that time was 
l'ving at 1412% Dolman street with her two 
children. Mrs. Campbell is 40 years old, well 
preserved, and handsome. 

* They always lived most happily together, 
Mrs. Campbell says, and her neighbors 
corroborate her statement. 

Campbell drank occasionally, sbut not ex- 
cessively. 

All day yesterday he was in a desparate 
mood, but he would give no cause for his 
depression. Yesterday afternoon he went 
to Walsh's saloon at Broadway and Mallin- 
ekrodt street and had a drink with Walsh, 
who is his personal friend. When he fin- 
ished, Campbell reached over the bar and 
shook hands with Walsh, saying: ‘ 

“Good-bye, goad-bye, my. friend; we may 
never meet again,”’ 

Then he went his home and moped 
about there all afternoon, 

He had frequently been afflicted with the 
“blues,”” Mrs, Campbell said, and so on 
this occasion she did not pay much atten- 
tion to.him. About 16:30, while Mrs. Camp- 
bell and her children were in the grocery 
store, Campbell entered and with tears in 
his eyes kissed his wife. ... 

. “Close the estore up, my. darling,’’ he 
sobbed, ‘we will not use it ang more.’’ 

“Oh, brace up, Jim,’ sald his wife, cheer- 
fully, “you know you don’t mean anything 
by. those remarks.”’ 

Campbell said nothing further, but left the 
room and went up stairs. 


. There are two rooms over the grocery, 
both vacant. The Campbells occupy two 
fooms on the first floor in the rear of the 
store. Campbell had not been absent more 
than .three minutes before the pistol shot 
was heard by Little Katie. 

Campbell left no note explaining why he 
had attempted his life and if he dies, which 
is practcaliy a certainty, nobody will be 
able to explain why he killed himself.

TWO LYNGHERS 


SHOT DOWN 


Fatal Outcome of an Attack on 
an Qhio Jail. 


FOR MURDERER LEE MARTIN. 


The Mob of Three Hundred, Drunk 
With Whisky, Driven Back, 
but Not Subdued. 


CINCINNATI, 0O.,, Oct. 2%7.—Tywo men 
were killed outright at Tiffin, O.,. at 1:30 
o’clock this morning while a mob of 300 
were storming the jail to lynch Lee Martin. 

The sentiment against Martin, the man 
who so heartlessly killed Marshal Schulz 
last Wednesday evening while resisting ar- 
rest, broke out in a crazy fury to-night and 
culminated about 1:30 this morning in an 
onslaught on the jail by a crowd number- 
ing 300. 

The attacking party was composed prin- 
cipally of men from Hopewell Township, 
the home of the murdered Marshal. The 
latter’s brother headed the mob. A num- 
ber of Tiffin men were in the crowd and 
took an aggressive part. 

The result is that two of the attacking 
party were instantly killed. The mob 
formed on'the outskirts of the town and 
marched to the jail in a body. They went 
to work without ceremony and commenced 
to batter down the doors at the side en- 
trance, making no demand of the Sheriff for 
the keys or anything. 

Saturday being’ the day of the Marshal’s 
funeral, an attack was not unexpected by 
the Sheriff, and when night came a strong 
guard was placed on the inside of the jail. 

A sharp fusilade was commenced by the 
guards. At first they fired in the air, but as 
the attack became fiercer, the guards shot 
to take effect. The killing put a temporary 
stop to the onslaught, but it made the mob 
act like so many wild animals. They left 
the building swearing vengeance on the 
Sheriff and crying their intention to blow 
the jail up with dynamite. »

Nature of the Agreement Signed Sat- 
urday and the Companies in 
the New Combine. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—A morning paper 
says that the final steps in t#e consum- 
mation of a gigantic combination of all the 
important distilleries in the country were 
taken to-day. Another company . entered 
the combination, giving into the hands of 
one set of men the contfol of ninety-five 
instead of ninety per cent of the total pro- 
duction of spirits and yhttle-feeding prod- 
ucts in‘the United States. The agreement 
goes into effect immediately and is signed 
by the following companies: The American 
Spirits Manufacturing Co., commonly called 
the Whisky Trust; the American Distribut- 
ing, the Atlas, Globe and Mutual companies, 
All of the large companies control the 


smaller distilleries in their territory. The4 


agreement runs for eight months, which 
comprises the whisky season. The abso- 
lute control of the production, price and 
Gistribution is placed in‘the hands of a 
eontrolling board, known as the Executive 
Committee. Each interest is represented 
upon this committee and its dictates are to 
be finai, without appeal» 

The amount of output of each distillery 
will be determined by the committee.

CRUSH THE COMBINE. 


The narrow escape of the officers of 
the Bridge and Terminal Trust from 
criminal indictment by the Federal 
Grand-jury offers no excuse for the clos- 
ing of the people’s case against the com- 
bine. 

Civil proceedings still lie against the 
combine and the fact. that the criminal 
prosecution failed by the slender margin 
of one vote should spur the officers of 
the law to greater actiyity in. bringing 
the trust to account in the civil courts. 
Atty.-Gen. Maloney of Illinois is still 
under instructions from the State Senate 
to prosecute the combine for wiolation 
of charter ahd of the laws of Tilinois. 
He should \institute and vigorously pros- 
ecute these suits. 

The Interstage Commerce Commission 
is charged with the enforcement of the 
Federal laws against pooling and dis- 
crimination. It is the plain duty of that 
body to prosecute a searching investiga- 
tion and exercise all of its powers under 
the law to break the combine and punish 
the offenders. 

The Attorney-General of the United 
States is charged with the enforcement 
of the anti-trust law and is not estopped 
from the performance of his duty by the 
failure of a grand-jury to find criminal 
indictments. 

The violation of its charter by the 
Merchants’ Bridge Co. empowers the 
Secretary of War to take. possession of 
the bridge for the United States. Crim- 
ifal indictments are not essential to 
the exercise of this right, if the facts 
warrant it. 4 
The evidence of the gullt of the parties 
to the combine is conclusive. Unless 
the power of the combine is stronger 
with these oman than justice and the 
law and the inferests of the people the 
combine will be crushed.

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S0ME DETROIT PLAN RESULTS. 


A most interesting story of his experi- 
ence with the Detroit plan is told by Mr. 
W. J. Kjelgaard, the agent who cons 
ducted the experiment for the New York 
Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor. 

Mr. Kjelgaard secured 300 acres in 
vacant city lots in Long Island City and 
selected 100 destitute families, number- 
ing altogether 500 persons, wifling to cul- 
tivate the ground, Many of them were 
SO lorant of farming that they had to 
be instructed in the simplest matters and 
to be restrained from spoiling their crop 
prospects by gross blunders. 

The association supplied the tmple- 
ments, seed and other necessaries on 
condition that the money expended be re- 
paid from the produce. The gross re- 
ceipts from the produce, which was sold 
in neighboring te pments by the farmers, 
amounted to $11,080, over $6,000 of which 
was clear profit after subtracting all ex- 
penses. About 10 per cent of the families 
failed to raise crops, 30 per cent raise@ 
fair crops and 70 per cent made remark- 
able successes. The average earning of 
each family was $80 and the average time 
spent in earning this amount was ten 
days. One woman cleared $134 on one- 
third of an acre of ground, 

Mr. Kjelgaard says that 70 per cent of 
these families now wish to £0 to the 
country to live, 10 per cent have moved 
from New York to Long Island City and 
a few have established themselves on 
small places for future work.

NEW SUPREME LAW. COURT. 


The Emperor Says Iron Discipline Must 
Be Strictly Enf>reed During 
Times of Peace. 


(Copyrighted, 1895, by the Associated Press.) 

BERLIN, Oct. 2.6—At the dedication of 
the Emperor Frederick Memorial Church 
and the Empress Augusta monument, the 
Empress appeared in public here for the 
first time since her illness, which com- 
menced at the Kiel fetes, being brought on 
by over-exertion upon that occasion. The 
fact that Her Majesty had grown consider- 
ebly thinner and paler was commented upon 


on all sides. Indeed, the health of the 
Empress ig still delicate and that is the 
reason why her birthday (October 22) was 
observed in the most strict family geclu- 


sion. The usual court congratulations and 
other ceremonies were omitted, and even 
the gala performance prepared for the opera, 
which was to give the re-opening of the 
renovated theater a certain eclat, did not 
take place. ‘The physicians in attendance 
on Her Majesty have strongly advised her 
to carefully avoid all excitement and late 
hours in order to fully recover her health. 

A curious feature of the dedication cere- 
monies was the choral sung in the church, 
“When the Lord sends a cross, let us pa- 
tiently bear it,’’ composed by a boy 13 years 
of age, Feeder von illich, who, when suf- 
fering from the same complaint as the Em- 

eror Frederick, sent it to the latter. Young 
Villich died at the same time as Hmperor 
J Frederick. 


Emperor William opened the new Supreme 
Law Court of the Bmpire at Leipsic to- 
day. His Majesty arrived at noon and was 
received at the railroad station by the King 
of Saxony. The two sovereigns walked 
together down the front of the guard of 
honor, and then drove threugh the town 
to the new law court building.

If the per capita circulation in- 
creases with the growth of population and 
business, prosperity grows apace. For in- 
ftance, France has the largest per capita 
circulation in Europe, and is the most 
prosperous. Turkey has the smallest per 
capita circulation in Europe, and is the 
most desolate, God-farsaken country be- 
tween the Bosphorus and the Atlantic, 

To show the effeots of a diminishing’ per 
capita circylation I cite this from the report 
of the Uni ed States Monetary Commission 
of Ys78: At ‘the Christian era the metallic 
money of the Roman BPmpire amounted to

Referee Walter F. McEntire Makes 
a Voluminous Report. © 


STOCKHOLDERS PREFERRED. 


According to the Report the Cem- 
pany’s Funds Were Always 
Mixed and Badly Managed.

On account of the im- 
ossibility of settling each case‘separately 

mn court, all the causes were consolidated 
@nd were then referred by Judge Leroy B. 
Valliant to Lawyer Walter F. McEntire, 
for inquiry as to the facts and the law 
a@s applied to the question of preferred 


creditors. 

Yesterday Mr. McEntire made his report 
to Judge Valliant. It states that the com- 
pany had converted trust funds to its own 
use and that on account of tunis the claim- 
@nts described are entitled under the law 
to be preferred over all others. 

The amount thus converted, according 
to the report, was $84,065, besides the 
amount involved in the original suit of 
Sarah L. Martin and others in which the 
164 other claimants intervened. According to 
the report the grand sum total thus mis- 
@ppropriated was $107,099.97. 


The report is very voluminous, covering 
almost 400 pages of type-written legal cap. 
That part which deals with the facts re- 
vealed is as follows: 

“From the evidence I find the following 
facts: The Central Trust Company was in- 
corporated under the laws of Missouri on or 
about June 1, 1891, succeeding the Wilson- 
Toms Investment Company, It engaged in 
the investing of moneys for a num- 
ber of people, chiefly of Bastern cities, on 
mortgages on lands in Western States, and 
in making collections of amounts secured 
by these mortgages as same fel] due. It 
was incorporated for $250,000, made up of 
the transfer to it of the assets of Wilson & 

_ Toms Investment Company. The last named 
company was also incorporated with a cap- 
ttal stock of $250,000, and the people who con- 
trolled the Central Trust Company were peo- 
ple who had formerly controlled the Wilson 
& Toms Company; practically the Central 
Trust Company was the old one under a 
new name It continued in business until 
May 30, 1894, when it made an assignment for 
creditors. At thet time the assets sing 
into the hands of the assignee consisted of 

-~clatms: secured and unsécured, stocks, lands 
and interests in lands, a small aemount of 
personal property end cash amounting to 
only $10 or $12. 

“The principal asset was stock in the 
Homestead Land Company. This was or- 
ganized in the spring of 1883 by the officers 
of the Central Trust Company for the pur- 
pose of taking tithe to such Jands as the 
Central Company then owned, and to carry 
such other lands as tt might thereafter ac- 
quire. This company was virtually a part 
of the Central Company, as the latter owned 
ail the stock except a small’ number of 
shares issued to persons who were to serve 
as officers of the Homestead company. 

““The capital stock of the latter was $150,- 
000, resented by lands transferred to it by 
the entral company. The Homestead 
Land Company is said to be a ‘growing cor- 

oration.’ Its present officers formerly 

eld office iu the Central Trust Company. 
The assignee of the Central company was 
formerly Secretary of that company and is 
now Vice-President of the Homestead com- 


pany. 

“The Central Trust Co. was insolvent for 
e@t least ene year before its assignment, 
and there is very good reason to believe 
its insolvency was of longer duration. 

“From the very foundation of the com- 
pany it commenced mingling trust funds 
with its own, and pursued this without 
iniermission until the day of its. downfah. 

‘**‘Without these trust funds it is doubtful 
Faget: man it could have lived for a year after 
ts organization. 

“The plaintiffs and intervening claimants 
herein reposing unlimited confidence in the 
company and its officers, forwarded to it 
their money for investment and their se- 
curities for collection. ' 

‘“The amounts so realized were deposited 
fn the bank of the company to its indi- 
vidual credit and were disburse(l by the 
company without plaintiffs’ and claim- 
ents’ consent for its own uses and pur- 
poses. At times we find it using this money 
so deposited to discharge the ordinary obli- 
gations of the company, again in the pay- 
ment of taxes and charges incident to the 
care of its real estate, again in maintaining 
its dependent, the Homestead Land Co, 
and occasionally returning to patrons other 
trust funds theretofore used. 

“The moneys so received by the company 
cannot, from the evidence adduced, be 
traced and found in kind by the referee in 
assets that went into the hands of the as- 
signee.” 


The remainder of the report deals with 
the question of law tnvolved, and Referee 
McEntire states that under the law the facts 
adduced entitle these claimants to pref- 
erence. 

The report also states: 

‘Defendants virtually admft the allega- 
tions of the petition. Defendant Leonard, 
assignee, however, sets up that the assets 
of the Central Trust Co., at the time of its 
assignment, consisted of claims and lands 
and interests in lands and other property, 
the larger part of ‘which could be readily 
distinguished.’’ 

This did not prove correct, according to 

. McEntire's findings. 

Most of the amounts snamnapnepetenes 
from individuals were small, and the losers 
are people in moderate circumstances, The 
amounts’ were from $18 to about 86,000, 
Among the largest losers were: Syracuse 
University, $6,118; Ransford D. Graiss, 

110; W. R. McReady, $6,071; D. B. Spald- 

ng, $4,645; Adelaide A. Wilcox, $6,765, and 
Abram. 8. Grove, $5,000. 

W. F. Leonard of the Homestead Land 
Company is assignee of the Cs Trust 
Company and was Secretary and rer 
of the latter.

trict. altogether will produce $15,000,000 this 
year. Leadville will show aa increase this 
year in the outpat of gold.’’

PREVALENCE OF DIPHTHERIA 


More of It Than Since the Epidemic of 
1886 


Diphtheria is getting worse every weck. 
A few weeks ago the weekly report showed 
199 new cases, and that broke all records 
since the epidemic of 1886, when in the month 
of November there were 690. 

But after dropping to 97 the next week, it 
got up again to 134, and last week’s report 
shows 167 new cases, besides 23 cases of 
croup, and the diseases are so similar that 
the diagnosis is frequently erroneous. And 
the report bears internal evidence that 
many cases of croup for the last two weeks 
should have been put down as diphtheria, 
because of the disproportionately heavy 
death rate on croup. Thus, with 13 cases 
the week before, and 23 cases last week, 
there were 13 deaths last week, while with 
134 cases of diphtheria the week bfore and 
167 last week there were only 15 deaths last 
week and 17 the previous week. 

The outlook is not encouraging. As win- 
ter approaches the disease is likely to in- 
crease. In the epidemic of 1886 November, 
with 690 cases, was the worst month, but 
0 er showed only 400. Thus far in Oc-

Along Niagtra’s “Gorge: Through 
Spray and Mist. 


There are trolley lines and trolley lines, 
but the one that skirts the wild: gorge 
through which the mighty waters of Niaga- 
ra tumble and pour in a mad, uhending race 
is probably the most unique in.its scehic 
attractions of any in the world. The road 
has just been constructed on the American 


side after wholesale blasting of the noble 
cliffs in order to carve out the roadbed. 
The road has its terminus at Lewiston, in 
the gorge below the cataract. 

A long struggle with nature was neces- 
sary before grades could be established. 
Parts of the canyon would not be surveyed 
until the engineers were lowered with ropes 
down the side of the precipice and witkin 
a few feet of the rapids. The cliffs on 
either side of the gorge are covered ‘to 4 
great height with broken rocks, which have 
‘fallen from above as t¥*? .*sult of centuries 
of erosion. Some of ti... fragments are of 
enqrmous size. These masses, sloping rap- 
idly to the river, are covered with a lux- 
Ariant growth of shrubs and trees. At the 
base of this heap and in some cases carved 


oat of the side wall of the canyon Hes the 


roadbed. With every blast below there 
came an avalanche of rocks from above. 
This in turn had to be removed: in some 
instance a detour was necessary in order 
to avoid some of these enormous masses of 
limestone. 

The road starts from the steel observa- 
tory tower at the entrance to Prospect 
Park, passes along the cliff, entering the 
gorge just south of the railroad bridges, 
down a grade of 200 feet in one-fourth of a 
mile to the side of the Whirlpool - Rapids. 
It is a magnificent sight to. watch the rapids 
at any time, but no one can form an idea 
of the rapidity of this stream until he takes 
this remarkable journey on the trolley—a 


ARMY OF BOOKS 


Hard Work ‘Transferring the Na- 
tional Library. | 


Moving the Government's bodks from the 
Capitol to’ the new Library of Congress has 
been begun. Within the last few days great 
quantities of duplicate volumes, foreign 
parliamestary reports and other stuff of no 
immediate usefulness to anybody have been 
transferred. Librarian Spofford proposes to 
éffect the removal by degrees. 

A temporary elevated railway will be 
built for transferring the contents of the 
old library to the new one. It will run 
directly from the floor of the rotunda of 
the Capitol to the main floor of the building 
with the golden dome. Over it mail cars 
propelled by. electricity will carry loadg of 

oks. When the job is finished the stnict- 
ure on stilts can be en down and re- 
moved. The expense involved will not be 


great. 

The library» will be moved by divisions. 
Poetry is one division and\ fiction is an- 
other. Bagh division will be arranged by 
authors, alphabetically. The divisions are 
split up into classes. American biography 
is a class and British biography is’ another. 
Eaeh class, will be arranged by authors, 
according to the alphabet. Cromwell will 
come next after Cranmer, the Archbishop, 
who was burned for heresy. All lives.of any 
individuale, as Darwin-or Agassiz, will be 
kept together in a bunch, :

liletters of this character. This division is 
‘in charge of*& woman. She has a large 


force of clerks. Under-her the division has 
grown from a mere adjunct to an impor- 
tant and m interesting field of labor, and 
in’ the Lem rasige of Government employ- 
ment there {# no other post which is so 
unique and pegyes more defective talent. 
About 5,006 such letters are yearly 
turned into this division, and nearly every 
one gets to its destination if there is the 
faintest clue on Which to work. A letter to 
be sent to‘the detective division must be so 
illegible or s0 Curiously directed that none 
of the clerks. of the Post-office from which 
it was sent-can read it. When it reaches 
Washington it is ar Egyptian puzzle, which 
no one seéms to’ be able to solve.

The camera shutter, invented by Dr. A. 
N. Ravold, the well-known bacteriologist of 
St. Louis, is said to be the fastest in action 
known to photography. It is incomparably 
quicker than sight, inasmiuch as by it in- 
stantaneous photographs are taken of ani- 
mate and inanimate things in motion, not 
as they seem to the eye, but as they really 
are. Take a wheel for instance, revolving 
at only a moderate rate of speed, and wheth- 
er wheel of railroad or street car, or buggy, 
the spokes, thick or thin, appear only as 
ae blur; those of a bicycle are wholly in- 

visible, But Dr. Ravold has taken instan- 
taneous pictures of Cabanne and Roy Tidd 
riding at their fastest gait, and every spoke 
stands out separate and distinct as though 
the wheel was leaning against a wall.

The shutter is 
an oblong brass box, 15 inches‘long, 5 
hes wide and % inch thick. Inside the 
is an aluminum sheet 10 inches long, 
inches wide, with a %-inch vertical 
slit through the center. The slit is adjusta- 
ble; @ can @ wider or narrower at 
w to the rapidity of motion 
of the object to be photographed. Rubber 
bands are attached to hooks in one end of 
the shutter; the other end is fastened to a 
eavy post in the end of the box. The shut- 
/ter is set by pushirg it up to one end, where 
it is held by a riffe trigger until released. 

The speed of its passage across the plane 
tis r ted by the number and strength 
of the rubber bands used and the speed can 
he varied’ from one-tenth to one-hun- 
dredth of a second. But the actual speed 
d nds on the width at which the slot is 
adjusted. Thus if a slot one-half an inch 
wide ia driven four inches of space 
in one-tenth of second, it will travel 
@ecross each one-half inch space in one- 
eightieth of a second, and as the picture is 
taken in sections and the speed is increased 
by diminishing the width of the slot, it 
can be increased to one one-millionth if nec- 
essary. But everything depends on the 
sensitiveness of the ate, the sunlight 
and skill in developing the plate. 

The best light of all is at high noon, when 
the greatest number of chemcal rays are 
thrown and the reason: the shutter is 
placed in the focal plane is that it catches 
all the Nght the lens can throw. Dr. Ravold 
uses only .the Cramer dry plate, known to 
the profession as the “lightning’’ plate, 
which he esteems as the fastest in the 
world, and the easiest to develop. But in 
this delicate work no results can b 
tained by an unskiliful developer. Dr. 

»Ravold contends that to develop such plates 
-4 suena np one must be a thorough 
chemist. 
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Dr. Ravold recently consented to give an 
exhibition of what his shutter would do 
using a portable camera made by himself 
and a steinhell lens. It was decided to ex- 
periment by 4% Se Soap aot at a pigeon 
shoot, and as Dr. H. C. Starkiloff is without 
contention the fastest pigeon shooter here- 
abouts, having beaten the world’s ord, it 
was fitting that he should be asked to do 
the shooting.

Four heats 
were required to settle the race, and Sue 
Washington won by capturing ‘the last two.

“Of course, the thoroughbred of to-day has 
great speed, but their ancestors were not, 
as is generally supposed, lacking in it. In 
Harry of the West I believe I owned the 
greatest thoroughbred that ever looked 
through a bridle. He won all kinds of heat 
races, and although it may sound like a 
fairy tale, it is a fact nevertheless that 
he ran the fifth quarter in a two-mile race 
in :24 and a fraction. I held the watch 
myself on the occasion of this wonderful 
performance, and any experienced turf- 
man will acknowledge thé merit of a horse 
that could accomplish it. A thoroughbred 
capable of doing it now would justly be re- 
garded as a horse of iron. 

‘‘After defeating every great horse in -the 
South Harrv of the West broke down on 
me in the last. race I intended giving him 
at New Orleans. before taking him to.Sara- 
toga, where I expected to have him meet 
Kentucky, who was the idol of the entire 
North. I felt confident that Harry of the 
West could beat Kentucky and my expec- 
tations were to win a fortune on him when 
he d‘d it. Harry of the West broke down 
in his 4-year-old form, but his untimely 
death shortly after he had been retired to 
the stvd was the greatest disappointment, 
as it was the only possible obstacle in the 
way of his becoming a great sire. At least 
such was my idea, and I believe if he had. 
on lived long enough he would have 
proved fully as great a sire as he was a 
racehorse. 

“In the old days it required a man of 

eat ability and experience to train a 

orse. This fact can be appreciated by 
those who know what the effect would be on 
a horse that was sent to the post unfit in 
a two, three or four-mile heat race. It was 
also necessary to ride jockeys who were 
pegyes vot competent horsemen.
